London, Sept. 13.—Splendid as were 
the results obtained in the recent 
fighting, it is necessary to realize we 
have not reached a supreme decision. 
The Germans showed great strength, 
skill and stubbornness in the defence. 
They withdrew much artillery. Their 
losses were sacrifices, made as the 
price of a forced retreat. Their main 
forces are yet to be «defeated. We 
have weakened their morale, shaken 
their confidence, destroyed and cap- 
tured an appreciable number of troops 
but it is a mere delusion to believe 
we have destroyed their military 
strength. Greater fighting lies ahead. 


CAN DEFEAT HUNS 


‘What the recent fighting proved is 
that the Canadians and other allied 
troops can successfully attack and 
defeat picked German _ armies, in 
superior numbers, in their entrenched 
positions. The most high military 
authorities with whom I have dis- 
cussed the outlook agree we have 
probably fourteen months of fighting 
ahead before the final ‘decisive vic- 
tory can be obtained. 

The present German plan is the 
withdrawal along a good defensive 
line, preferably a line of marshes and 
waterways as around Douai and re- 
main entrenched during the winter, 
holding us upon low and unfavorable 
open country. 

Friday noon, returning from a visit 
to the Allied fronts, I find it difficult 
to adequately convey the impression 
of transformation that has taken 
place. Our soldiers are bubbling over 
with confidence, enthusiasm and 
cheerfulness. Great sacrifices are 
-being demanded of Canada’s army. 
During the past two months these sac- 
rifices have been gladly given. Our 
corps proved itself afresh. Its organ- 
ization and discipline successfully 
withstood the hardest strain. 


CANADIAN GOVERNMENT IS 
JUSTIFIED. 


Our ministry justified up to the 
hilt its policy of maintaining the di- 
visions overstrength, keeping the 
corps as a unit and maintaining am- 
ple reserves. The Canadians again 
demonstrated their right to rank 
among the finest storm troops of the 
Allied armies, not only because the 
men themselves are superb, but be- 
cause their organization as a corps is 
superior to any other section of the 
British army. 

Why can’t we keep our corps as 
units as you do instead of repeatedly 
shifting divisions from corps to corps? 
imperial officers have asked me. The 
imperials will probably eventually 
follow the Canadian plan. 


NOT A SINGLE BREAKDOWN 

Throughout all the recent fighting 
which I had the closest opportunities 
of studying day by day, I never found 
a single failure of supplies, of provis- 
fong or of munitions. Our medical 
services worked so precisely that the 
entire wounded, after heavy morning 
attacks, were removed from the ad- 
vanced dressing stations and_ sent 
down the line by midday. 

The engineers and railwaymen fol- 
lowed close on the heels of the ad- 
vancing infantry. We had scarcely 
conquered fresh ground before double 
plank roads were built along the main 
avenues. Railwaymen relaying lines 
often used extensive quantities of 
abandone' Gorman rails. 

Our res:rvc? <rrived for depleted 


nallers, whose splendid services are 
often overlooked, ran out their motor 
air lines, installed their wireless and 
opened communicationg almost before 
the German prisoners had emerged 
from their dugouts in the conquered 
districts. Our intelligence service 
kept pace with the others. Every at- 
tacking battalion knew the precise de- 
tails of the enemy fronting it and was 
amply supplied with maps printed a 
few hours before showing the latest 
details about the positions. 

This buisnesslike precision, which 
prevailed from the highest command 
to the smallest platoon supplied the 
strength for our blow, which the 
greatest gallantry alone could not 
have accomplished. The spirit of our 
men is beyond praise. Superior offi- 
.cers sought every opportunity of get- 
ting into the fighting lines. Many colo- 
nels, despite the regulations, insisted 
on leading their men over the top. 
‘Men in the ranks who have been fight. 
ing continuously for three years keen- 
dy seized every chance of coming to 
grips with the enemy. 

A soldier showed me a portrait of 
his four-year-old daughter. “I have 
mot seen her since she was a baby 
a year old,” he said. “You can think 
how I want to get home again, but I 
don’t want the war stopped until the 
Boche is finished once for all. We're 
going to do this job right through be- 
fore we let up.” 

That is the spirit of the army.

BRAVE SISTER CHEERS THE

At one casualty clearing station I 
found a sister from Winnipeg help- 


dreadfully wounded men. My com- 
panion commisserated with her on the 


previous day. She turned eagerly and 
pitifully. 

“Have you any news how he died?” 
she asked. Then, putting personal 
eriefg. aside, she turned afresh to her 
patients, smiling bravely at them with 
womanlike sympathy. These Cana- 
dian soldiers cannot help doing well.

Some of the 
most important are Bramshott, Wit- 
ley, Seaford, Codnor, Buxton, Pur- 
fleet, and Shorncliffe. 

In France, a portable hut accompan- 
ies each division in theCanadian corps 
area. Four are located with the Can- 
adian railway troops and one at each 
of the Canadian casualty clearing 
stations. There are huts at Le Tre- 
fort, Etaples and Laval Hospital. 

An abundance of books, magazines, 
religious literature and supplies have 
been furnished. 

Could we take you to the front, into 
the roaring, deafening din of a man- 
made hell, where it is fight, fight, fight 
through the lagging hours of night, 
and on through the torturing hours 
of day—could we leave you there for 
days, weeks, months, in all the hor- 
rors, anguish and misery; amid the 
victorious cheers of our fighting sons, 
te fiendish curses of a heathen foe, 
the cries of the stricken and the wails 
of the dying—could we bring you to 
experience the nerve racking, madden- 
ing deprivations, long hours of ser- 
vice, lack of rest, need of sleep, and 
the hundreds of hardships our heroic 
lads are enduring day by day, you 
would begin to appreciate what army 
huts mean to our “Boys” over there.

Washington, Sept. 16.—Proofs re- 
moving any doubts that Lenine and

BRITISH PASSENGER 
LINER ESCAPES SUB 


VESSEL SHELLED BY PIRATE 
SLIPS AWAY UNDER COVER 
OF HEAVY FOG. 


An Atlantic port, Sept. 15.—A Brit- 
ish passenger steamer, which arrived 
here today, reported she was shelled 
by a German submarine, 80 miles off 
the American coast earlier in the day. 
Five shots were fired by the U-boat. 
None took effect. The steamer fied 
without returning the submarine’s 
fire and escaped in the fog. 

Five shots were fired by the sub- 
marine at the steamer, which is in the 
transport service, and was bringing 
home 93 wounded Canadian officers. 
The first shot screamed across the 
starboard bow, struck the water be- 
yond and exploded harmlessly. In- 
stantly the captain altered his course 
and slowed down. The second mis- 
sile passed over the port bow, and the 
next three struck the water astern. 

Though the ship was armed the 
captain ordered the gun crew not to 
respond to the fire, determining to 
rely on speed and the _low visibility 
for escape. As soon as the shells 
began to fall behind he rang for full 
speed ahead and the liner leaped 
away into the murk. The U-boat then 
ceased firing. 

During the shelling perfect disci- 
pline was maintained on the steamer. 
After the fog closed around her she 
continued her voyage with no further 
incident until she reached harbor.

The communication reads: 

“Saloniki, Sept.

fied Bulgarian positions on the front 
Teak Vetrenik, 4,724 feet, and Moun- 
tain Sokol, 4,637 feet. 

“These positions represent by far 
the most important.points ‘held by the 
enemy on the Saloniki front and the 
Bulgarians had been fortifying them 
for the last thirty months. 

“Our attack has been completely 
successful, the enemy front ig now 
pierced and all three of the mentioned 
positions are in our hands. We have 
taken several hundred Bulgarian pris- 
oners, humerous guns and great quan- 
tities of other war materials. Our 
operation continues. 

FIRST ATTACK IN TWO YEARS 

London, Sept. 16.—Reuter's learns 
that after an intense artillery fire, the 
French and Serbian troops yesterday 
attacked the most powerful Bulgarian 
positions that had been organized, 
for the first time in over two years. 
The whole Position is on a front of fif- 
teen kilometers. Fifteen hundred 
were taken prisoners and a great 
number of guns and material were 
captured. 

GREECE .HAS 200;000 SOLDIERS 

London, Sept. 16.—Reuter’s corres- 
pondent interviewed Michael Acopou- 
los, the Greek minister of agriculture 
today. The minister said that Greece 
had 200,000 soldiers under arms and 
could raise an additional 100,000, but 
was handicapped owing to the lack of 
shipping facilities. They were im- 
mediately commenceing to build ship- 
yards. He concluded that he was 
convinced that the Saloniki front 
was far more important than was 
generally realized. “Soon there will 
be big developments there,” he said.

AMERICAN SWEEP 
_ ACROSS ST MiIHIEL 
SALIENT GUT OFF HUNS 


SOUTHERN FORTIFICATIONS OF 
GREAT GERMAN FORTRESS LESS 
THAN TEN MILES DISTANT. 


Washington, Sept. 12—The Ameri- 
ean army under Gerenal Pershing, is 
in motion along a front of 20 miles 
on the famous St. Mihiel salient in 
Lorraine, which hag stood a sharp 
wedge in the French line southeast of 
Verdun since the commencement of 
the war. 

In the preliminary thrust ground 
was gained on both sides of the tri- 
angle and also at its apex at St. Mi- 
hiel, and at last official accounts were 
fast sweeping across the salient in a 
big effort to close the mouth of the 
pocket before the Germans can extri- 
cate themselves from the perilous 
position they are in as a result of the 
suddenness of the blow and the ele- 
ment of surprise it carried with it. 

Although the advance of the Am- 
ericans was swift and sure, and gains 
were made in excess of four miles on 
the southern side of the battle area, 
the cavalry far outstripped the tanks 
and infantrymen and was at last re- 
ported along the railroad near Vig- 
neulles, almost in the centre of the 
salient and some ten miles northeast 
of St. Mihiel, and also northwest of 
Pont-a-Mousson, through the forests 
and along the railway line running 
northward to Metz, the great German 
fortress, the southern outer fortifica- 
tions of which are less than ten miles 
distant. Thiaucourt, Bouillonville, 
Pannes, and several other towns in 
the south were captured in the initial 
dash, while on the west, at the north- 
ern end of the pocket, the village of 
Combres was captured and the en- 
virons of Dommartin La Montagne 
were reached. 

To the south everywhere the Am- 
ericans penetrated into the heights of 
the Meuse, and the French fought 

into the outskirts of St. 
Mihiel. Unofficial reports are that 
the town has been captured by the 
French. 

The fighting front at the commence- 
ment of the battle aggregated twenty 
miles—eight miles on the western 
side and twelve miles on the southern 
side the fighting was preceded by a 
heavy bombardment and the troops 
and tanks advanced, under a barrage 
which was carried out with mathemat, 
ical precision. 

From the war maps it would seem 
almost impossible for the Germans to 
evacuate the salient, as they appar- 
ently are trying to do, although they 
are offering resistance with machine 
guns and artillery with huge losses 
in men and material. The first re- 
ports show that the American took 
700 prisoners in the first stages of the 
battle and had suffered remarkably 
small losses. The strategy of Mar- 
shal Foch in the present manoeuvre 
cannot be forseen, except that it has 
as the first objective the levelling of 
the St. Mihiel sector and the straight- 
ening of the Allied line from the 
region of Verdun eastward. 


FIRST INDEPENDENT BLOW 


Washington, Sept. 12.—Sixteen 
months of vast war effort by the 
United States hag reached its first 
goal today when General Pershing’s 
troops struck their first independent 
blow in France against the German 
army. Reports tonight show what 
Success was meeting the American 
commander's effort to fling the enemy 
out of the sharp salient thrust in the 
lines fronting the fortress of Verdun 
in the first year of the war. But even 
greater significance to government 
Officials was the fact that the all-Am- 
erican attacks meant that months of 
ceaseless _toil and effort have now 
brought forth a third great objective 
army, backed by its own supplies and 
millions more soldiers, if necessary, 
which has taken its place beside the 
French and British armies 
striking for decisive victory for dem- 
ocratic ideals,

Washington, Sept. 9th.—Germany 
is not on the verge of starvation, Ira 
Nelson Morris, American minister to 
Sweden, said today in reminding the 
American people that every energy 
must be put into the war. Mr. Mor- 
ris said his statement regarding the 
food situation was based on many 
reports from reliable sources which 
had reached him at Stockholm. lt 
was prompted by many published re- 
ports regarding conditions in the 
German Empire which had come to 
his attention since he recently re- 
turned to the United States. 

“There can be no question,” the 
minister said, “that there is a short- 
age of most of the essentials of life, 
but to state that this horderg on the 
verge of starvation is erroneous and 
misleading. There is no doubt that 
in many parts of Germany: there is a 
marked scarcity of food, and the 
civilian population has been reduced 
to the minimum ration, but still re- 
ceived sufficient for existence. 

CONDITIONS VARY 

“Conditions ars better in the rural 
districts, particularly as regaris the 
farmers and land owners, even in the 
northern part of Germany, where the 
scarcity is most felt. In the southern 
part conditions improve still more 
and resorts and hotels there still serve 
meals at moderate prices. In th} case 
of the army there has beer slight

They had still 
fatih in the invincibility of the milli- 
tary power and were purposely kept 
in ignorance concerning real condi- 
tions on the western front, not only 
in the matter of German reserves 
but ag to the full significance of the 
part being taken by the Americans.

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THE CANADA FOOD 
BOARD OPTIMISTIC 


Never perhaps since the.opening of 
the war have the Allies had more 
sound reason for optimism than at the 
beginning of this last quarter of the 
year 1918. The enemy has been de- 
feated in a succession of battles on the 
western front. His successes of the 
spring have been neutralized and his 
campaign upset. A million and a half 
men have been added to the Allies’ 
military resources from the United 
States. The submarine menace has 
greatly declined. The number of ships 
for carrying supplies has been greatly 
augmented. The efforts of this con- 
tinent to keep the soldiers fed and 
stave off threatened starvation in 
Allied Europe until the new harvest be- 
came available has been gloriously suc- 
cessful. And further, the harvests of 
Great Britain, of France and Italy have, 
in some measure, overcome the disad- 
vantages reported earlier in the year by 
reason of weather conditions and are 
being safely garnered by the help of 
women, boys, civilians from the cities, 
prisoners of war, and soldiers released 
from active duty at the front for short 
periods. Greater than all these factors 
of success in “food fighting” will be 
the magnificent harvest being reaped 
by farmers of the United States. This 
year’s harvest promises to be the great- 
est on record. 

It cannot be too emphatically 
urged, however, that the necessity for 
conservation of food and increased pro- 
duction of food will continue in this 
country while the war lasts and for 
some time afterwards. The encourag- 
ing news as to the release of the strain 
which was viewed so seriously earlier 
in the year should not lead us to relax 
our efforts now, except in so far as the 
Canada Food Board may revise food 
regulations as circumstances warrant 
from time to time. The results which 
have been obtained on this continent 
by the use of substitute foods for those 
required overseas are the basis of the 
optimistic outlook of the Allied food 
situation in Europe today. The situa- 
tion of the immediate future is based 
on the continuation of those efforts. 
The food reserves of the world at war 
have been exhausted. The 1918 crops 
in Allied countries must be conserved 
for the future and our efforts to pro- 
duce foodstuffs in greater abundance 
must not be relaxed. 

There is grave danger always when 
a crisis is passed, of falling back into 
the condition from which we have 
escaped, through the relaxation of our 
vigilance and our energy. The Food 
Controllers of the Allies have warned 
us of this danger. We should be 
warned also of persons who well mean- 
ing, but nevertheless in the interest of 
the enemy, urge that all such efforts 
to conserve and produce aré now su- 
perfluous and that the danger is passed. 
The danger is not passed. But we 
have found a way of overcoming it 
and we must follow that safe path until 
the war is over. 
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Figures compiled from the records 
of the last draft show that it cost the 
government almost exactly $5 for each 
man drafted. All but Tec of this 
amount represents the expenses of 
the draft boards. In comparison with 
this it is interesting to learn that the 
volunteer system of recruiting cost 
$24.48 per man in 1914; $19.14 in 1915, 
and $28.95 between July, 1916, and 
April, 1917. These latter figures, 
however, included the recruit’s trav- 
elling expenses and the cost of his 
subsistence prior to acceptance. 
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SACRIFICE. 


Wherever the soul leads and the 
conscience approves there is never 
a needless and useless sacrifice.

THERE IS SAFETY 
IN HEIGHT 


(By LIEUT. L. WALMSLEY, R.A.F.) 


The airman esteems height evon as 
the sailor esteems deep water with an 
ample freeboard; and for similar reas- 
ons. 

For every 1,000 feet of height the 
average aeroplane can giide a dis- 
tance of about a mile, so that a pilot 
whose engine fails at a height of 
10,000 feet is gafe for a ten mile 
journey in any direction. 

Therefore he hag a circle of coun- 
try 20 miles in diameter, and nearly 
315 square miles in area from which 
to choose a suitable landing ground. 
Compare this with engine failure at 
1,000 feet, or worse still, a few hun- 
dred feet; and you will see why air- 
men say, “Safety in height.” 

In flying at home, height may mean 
all the difference between a “crash” 
and a perfect landing; while on act- 
ive service it may mean the difference 
between death or capture py the 
enemy, and landing safely behind 
your own lines. 

In aerial fighting the value of 
height is even greater, for the man 
who finds himself even a few hundred 
above on an opponent has a reserve 
of diving power that can be used to 
deadly advantage. The latest type of 
British “chaser” can be dived at a 
rate of over 200 miles an hour, and 
the Hun pilot who looks up suddenly 
and see one of these terrible -hawks 


hind his own lines before the fatal 
sweep comes. 

Height again is very necessary 
when crossing the lines, or in the 
vicinity of the enemy’s anti-aircraft 
barrage, for although hits are not 
unknown at great heights, the really 
effective range of “Archy” is well 
short of high altitude. 

Height means a wider area of vis- 
fon for the observer, an important 
point in reconnaisance at sea, where 
valuable information as to the en- 
emy’s disposition in ships, etc., may 
be obtained on a clear day from an 
immense distance, if a machine can 
operate at a sufficiently great altitude. 

It is true that visibility of detail is 
decreased by height, but thanks to the 
recent developments of the _ British 
aerial camera, this is not so important 
as it was at the beginning of the war. 
As to the physical effects upon the 
airmen of flying at great heights, 
these can be to a large extent neutral- 
ized by the use of special clothing and 
oxygen.

practice of actual war, which alone 
gives perfect efficiency; he has so 
raised the spiritual level of his people 
by trial and hardship and fasting, 
which are, as we are taught, as a 
refining furnace; and, in short, he has 
got himself so much talked about, that 
he feels that the crown of his grand- 
father is hardly good enough A 
crown ig only a symbol, and gold has 
only a conventional value, yet if the 
brows that planned such benefits for 
man are to shine no more illustrious 
than the brows of common monarchs, 
how then is the passing onlooker to 
know at a glance that it is to him, to 
Kaiser Wilhelm, the War-Lord, that 
the earth owes the happiness of the 
last four years. 

Again, were it not for this crown, 
this gorgeous emblem of all that is 
jolly in the war that its wearer made, 
there might perhaps be people who 
would fail to appreciate the war as 
the War-Lord intended it to be ap- 
preciated, people who saw .a sombre 
or mournful side and overlooked the 
glitter. Therefore, the War-Lord 
must shine, he must glitter, he must 
be gorgeous; old crowns will not do; 
he must be all fresh like the sun in 
the morning; a new crown for a new 
war; and ag the sun shines upon the 
day that he made and the earth that 
he brightens, just so the War-Lord 
will glitter and shine and flash on the 
world that he has made—, well, what 
he has made of it. 

It is a pretty fancy, that new crown; 
oh, a lovely fancy. It is something to 
shine in his subjects’ eyes, something 
to flash on their weeping. How long 
will they stand its cold glitter in eyes 
that are sore with tears?

_ AUSTRIAN PREMIER OVERLY 
OPTIMISTIC. 


Amsterdam, Sept. 13.—Baron von 
Huasserak, the Austrian premier, in 
@ speech at a dinner given to the 
group of German jounralists now’ vis- 
iting Austria, is quoted in a dispatch 
from Vienna as saying: 

“Under the glorious Hapsburg 
sceptre for centuries Austria has 
become a state of -strength which 
will enable it to meet every defam- 
ing catchword, to expel and overcome 
every disease-bearer and to offer 
strong resistance to all attempts to 
break up, no matter from what side 


they come.” 
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The synod in joint session received 
Rey. Canon Smart,.of the Cathedral, 
St. John’s, Newfoundland, who pre- 
sented a letter of greeting from his 
bishop to the Canadian church. Arch- 
bishop Thornloe, who aided him, re- 
ferred to the fact that it was the first 
time in its synod history that the 
Canadian church had received a rep- 
resentative from Newfoundland. 

Canon Smart in his address said he 
sincerely hoped the next Newfound- 
lander who came would come with his 
bishop as part of the great Church of 
Canada. When that day came they 
could remember that Newfoundland 
had something to give as well as 
much to receive. She had _ given 
Archbishop Bond to Montreal and 
Bishop Pinkham to Calgary, as well 
as Rev. John Antle, of the Pacific 
Coast Mission, and other priests.

UNITED STATES CITIZENS of the 
description aforesaid who were IN CANADA 
ON 30th JULY, 1918, HAVE SIXTY DAYS 
FROM THAT DATE within which TO 
EXERCISE AN OPTION TO ENLIST or 
enroll IN THE FORCES OF THE UNITED

STATES, or: TO RETURN to the United 
States; and THOSE WHO for any reason 
SUBSEQUENTLY BECOME LIABLE TO 
MILITARY SERVICE IN CANADA HAVE 
THIRTY. DAYS FROM THE DATE of the 
accruing OF SUCH LIABILITY within which 
to exercise the like option. It is stipulated 
by the Convention also that certificates of 
diplomatic exemption may be granted within 
optional periods. aforesaid. EVERY 
CITIZEN OF THE UNITED STATES TO 
WHOM THE..REGULATIONS APPLY is 
required to REPORT TO THE REGIS- 
TRAR under the Military Service Act, 1917, 
FOR THE province or DISTRICT WITHIN 
WHICH he is, in the manner by the regulations 
prescribed, WITHIN TEN DAYS AFTER 
THE EXPIRY OF HIS OPTIONAL PERIOD 
and will be SUBJECT TO PENALTIES IF 
without reasonable excuse HE FAIL SO TO 
REPORT. For the information of those 
whom it may concern Sections 3 and 4 defining 
the requirements of registration, with which 
it will be necessary strictly to comply, are 
set out substantially as follows:—

3. EVERY MALE CITIZEN OF THE

he lives: and IF WITHOUT REASONABLE 
EXCUSE HE NEGLECT OR FAIL TO 


REPORT IN THE MANNER and with the 
particulars aforesaid within the time limited 
as aforesaid, HE SHALL BE GUILTY OF 
AN OFFENCE, AND SHALL BE LIABLE 
UPON SUMMARY CONVICTION to a 
penalty not EXCEEDING FIVE HUNDRED

for any term not exceeding six months, and 
moreover.he shall incur A PENALTY OF

4. EVERY UNITED STATES CITIZEN 
WHO HAS DIPLOMATIC EXEMPTION, 
although not otherwise subject to these 
regulations SHALL WITHIN TEN DAYS 


after the granting of the same truly REPORT 


TO THE REGISTRAR, in like manner and 
with the same particulars as required by the 
last preceding section; and in addition he shall 
embody in his report a true and complete 
statement of the particulars of his certificate 
of diplomatic exemption. NEGLECT OR 
FAILURE without reasonable excuse to comply

DEMOBILIZATION PLAN 


SAYS IF WAR STOPPED TOMOR- 
ROW IT WOULD TAKE TEN - 
MONTHS TO BRING 300,000 

MEN HOME. 


Fort William, Ont., Sept. 10.—Can- 
ada with her great natural resources 
will be able to adapt herself and ad- 
just-her industries very quickly after 
the war is over.” This ig what Baron 
Shaughnessy, president of the- Cana- 
dian Pacffic Railway, had to say as 
he stepped off the special train which 
arrived at the Union station this af- 
ternoon sharp on the stroke of four 
o’clock. 

Preparations are being made, said 
his lordship, to adjust industries to a 
change in production in the event of 
a cessation of hostilities. The prob- 
lem of the returned soldier fs, of 
course, going to be a great one. Fig- 
uring on 300,000 men being overseas 
if the war stopped tomorrow, it would 
take ten months «to bring them all 
back. If they could return at the 
rate of 30,000 a month every man, 
should be asked before he leaves 
France what line of work. he 
wishes to take up when he gets back 
to Canada and the government should 
work out a careful demobilization 
plan. 

All that skill and science can do 
should be done for our wounded men. 
Some of them will go on farms—I 
hope many will, but I fear they will 
not be very numerous. 


ON INSPECTION TRIP. 


Lord Shaughnessy did not care to 
have anything to say as to local con- 
ditions or even about Dominion-wide 
conditions affecting the affairs of the 
railway, but he merely contented 
himself by saying that the present 
was a, thorough trip of inspection. 

“We are accumulating knowledge 
every mile we go,” he sald with a 
smile. “We will rémain in FortWilliam 
over night, proceed tomorrow. to 
Winnipeg and then go through to 
Victoria.” 

Reverting to his former topic, 
Baron Shaughnessy continued, “I 
must make a plea as I did the other 
day in Toronto for the unity of Can- 
ada and Canadians, Canadians are 
made up of so many creeds, nation- 
alities, and races that they must come 
to a mutual co-operation and good- 
will, to build up happy and prosper- 
ous communities. There must be a 
better understanding between capital 
and labor. I hope all industries will 
follow the example of the railways 
and come to an agreement with their 
employes. Lord Shaughnessy here 
paid a warm tribute to the work of 
the Dominion Railway Board. Bach 
side, he went on, must try and grant 
the maximum and not the minimum 
of concessions. 


REGAIN PLACE ON OCHAN. 


Speaking of ocean traffic of the 
Canadian. Pacific Railway, Lord 
Shaughnessy said: “Our ocean ton- 
nage {fg now almost as great as it was 
at the beginning of the war, although 
we have lost eleven or twelve ships. 
We are looking toward Siberia and 
the new Russia as markets for Cana- 
dian industrial products. 

“T can tell you nothing of western 
facilities for handling the grain crop,” 
said Lord Shaughnessy with a laugh. 
Turhing to Grant Hall, vice-president 
and general manager western lines, 
Winnipeg, the president said: “Here 
is the man that can tell you all about 
that.” 

‘General Superintendent C. Murphy, 
of Winnipeg, acted as Mr. Hall's 
spokesman and said: “You can say 
that we have all the cars and all the 
rolling stock ready for handling the 
crop and can take care cf the grain 
just as fast as the farmers can deliver 
it to their local elevators for ship- 
ment.

FRENCH CAPTURE MORE TOWNS 
BETWEEN OISE AND THE AISNE; 
BRITISH MAKE ADVANCE 


London, Sept.15.—The British have 
captured Maissemy, northwest of St. 
Quentin, together with the trench 
system to the southeast und east of 
that

Paris, Sept. 15.—‘“South of - the 


Oise,” says the war office announce- 
ment tonight, “we maintained our 
positions against violent counter-at- 
tacks. We captured the plateau east 
of Vauxaillon and the crest northeast 
of Celles-sur-Aisne. The prisoners 
taken by us since yesterday morning 
exceed 3,500.” 


Paris, Sept. 14.—The prisoners 
taken by the Americans in the St. 
Mihiel operations number nearly 
20,000, according to Marcil Hutin, 


editor of the Echo de Paris, among 
them being 5,320 Austrians. 
American headquarters in France, 
Sept. 14——When the St. Mihiel opera- 
tion began there were from 90,000 to 
100,000 Germans inside the salient. 
They escaped at the rate of 1,000 
hourly, but the pincers closed and 
trapped a hitherto unknown number. 
The .13,300 already taken prisoner 
does not include the bulk of those ke- 
lieved to be trapped in the salient. 
An entire German regiment with its 


commander and all the staff were 
captured. 
London, Sept. 15.—General  Per-

The second major operation in 
which the American forces in France 
have been concerned has resulted as 
successfully as the first.

—the Marne salient—they acted in co- 
operation with a much larger French 
force and under French generalship. 
In the second—the St. Mihiel salient 
—the acted in co-operation with a 
much smaller French force and under 
American generalship. There was no 
fault to be found with their courage, 
discipline, direction or persistence in 
the first great attack. There is, if 
possible, less in the second. Twelve 
thousand prisoners and more than 100 
guns taken is tangible evidence of 
victory; clean and complete—so far 
as victory in any one or two day's’ 
fighting ca nbe clean and complete 
in this war. As a great fighting force 
in numbers and materials of war, as 
well as in eevry quality that makes 
a winning army, the Americans—to 
borrow an expression from the French 
—have arrived. 

The St. Mihiel salient had been es- 
tablished by the German army under 
the Crown Prince at the beginning of 
the ‘war. Ia their first rush across 
the frontier they had attemtped to 
envelope the French border fortress 
of Verdun. While the main part of 
the German were armies’ north of 
Verdun, the Crown Prince was given 
the honor of taking the fortress, The 
left flank of his advance reached St. 
Mihiel on the river Meuse, about 
twenty. miles south of Verdun on the 
same river. Between St. Mihiel and 
Verdun his line wag bent back from 
the river and the German front stood 
at a varying distance back from the 
southeast, east, north and northwest 
fronts of-the fortress. Although not 
closely approached by the German 
lines, access to Verdun was only clear 
on a broad southwesterly front from 
the city. By holding St. Mihiel the 
Germans cut Verdun off from the use 
of the navigation of the Meuse to- 
railway which, following the river, 
wards the south, and from use of the 
and passing through St. Mihiel, con- 
nected Verdun with the fortress of 
Toul and Nancy, and with the south- 
easterly portion of France.

Canada By 


Great Defeat of Huns 


In One Month, Incomparable Soldiers of 
Dominion Add Two Important Chap- 
ters to History of World. 


CAPTURES OF GUNS ONE-SEVENTH OF TOTAL OF 
ALLIES THIS YEAR 


With the Canadian Forces, Sept. 8. 
It is a month today since the Cana- 
dian corps went into action before 

‘ Amiens. In that battle and in the 
more recent battle of Arras it has 
added two important chapters to the 
history of the world and to the deeds 
that redound to the honor of Canada. 

In that brief span its captures of 
guns have been one-seventh of the 
total guns captured by ‘all the allied 
nations this year. It is possible now 
to life the veil a little and give a con- 
. nected account of these operations. 


PRACTICED OPEN WARFARE 


During the period July 1 to July 10 
to Canadian corps was concentrated 
in the Monchy-Breton-Liggereuille- 
Cauroy-Dieval-Auchel-Chatea de la 
Taie area and held in reserve. For 
the previous two months they had 
been constantly practising open war- 
fare. On July 10 the corps was re- 
leased from the reserve and relieved 
a corps in the line from Telegraph 
hill south. 

This line was held by three divi- 
sions; and our second division, which 
had been attached up to that time to 
another corps, thus losing the benefit 
of the period of training, was taken 
out put into reserve to go through 
the same course. The general plan 
adopted during this period of holding 
the ling was to foster in the mind of 
the enemy the idea of a pending at- 
tack in order to retain or draw his 


reserves into this area, and conse- 
quently an aggressive policy was 
adopted. 


Active patrolling was carried out 
by day and night and raids were 
constantly effected. The artillery 
carried out a vigorous programme, 
harassing and counter battery work. 
From prisoners it was learned, that 
“the enemy expected an.attack and 
that the troops had been frequestly 
rushed forward to defend the Dro- 
court-Queant line. 


MOVE TO ANOTHER FRONT 


On July 30 the corps was transferr- 
ed to the fourth army and orders were 
received to move to another front. 
The time between July 30 and Aug. 
8 was given up to moving the corps 
to the new area extending from Vil- 
lers-Bretonneaux, in the north, to the 
woods of Geksil Gentelles, in the 
‘south. How the move was executed 
and with what secrecy can best be 
indicated by the fact that no mem- 
ber of the corps knew where he was 
going, and the success of the attack 
was demonstrated by the fact that 
the enemy was completely taken by 
surprise on the night of Aug. 7-8. 

Therefore the Canadian corps was 
concentrated in the woods and fields 
and all available cover in front of 
Amiens and immediately behind the 
front line extending from Domart, 
through MHaingard wood, east of 
Cachy. At twenty minutes past four 
on the morning of Aug. 8 the corps 
attacked with three divisions, the 
second division being on the north, 
the first in the centre and the third in 
the south. 

The corps was extended between 
the Amiens-Chaulneg railway and the 
Amiens and Roye road. On the left 
flank of the Canadians were the Aus- 
tralians and on the right flank the 
French. All the troops attacked at 
the same time. 


MAK REMARKABLE ADVANCE. 


During the first day the Canadians 
advanced about 20,000 yards, a 
world’s record, capturing the viilages 
of Domart, Hourges, Hangard, Abbe- 
court, Coucelles, Demuin, Ignacourt, 

‘ Marceleave (whose capture has been 
erroneously attributed to the Austral- 
ians), Beaucourt, Cayeux, Wiencourt. 
Lequesnel, Gillancourt, Beaufort and 
Folies. 

On the second day a further ad- 
vance was made through stiff fight- 
ing, when the fourth Canadian divi- 
sion was thrust into the fray to re- 
lieve the second. On this day the 
villages of Bouchoir, Warvillers, Ro- 
sieres, Maucourt, Maharicourt and 
Chilly were captured. 

On the third day the corps was re- 
inforced by a British division and 
the attack was proceeded with. ‘The 
villages of Quesnoy and Foquescourt 
fell on this day. The fighting was 
intense since the enemy had been 
driven back to the syst2m of trenches 
easy of defense and was making the 
most of it. 


BITTEREST CONTEST 


The next few days 3aw provably 
the bitterest contest of the battle. 
From the eapture of Parvillers, Da- 
mery, Halluch, all of which together 
with Fresnoy, Guyencourt, Chavette 
and Franzart were ultimately taken. 
the time up to Aug. 19 was taken up 
in consolidating for defence the po- 
sitions won, and on that date the 
corps handed its line over to’ the 
French and proceeded to move north. 

This ended the battle Amiens, then 
probably the mostnoteworthy achieve- 
ment of-the Canadian corps, if not of 
the war. 


OVER GREAT AREA. 


The following facts best illustrate 
the magnitude and importance of the

field ambulances did wonderful work, 
and omission must not be made of the 
Y.M.C.A. outposts, which were always 
in close touch with the fighting units, 
supplying their comforts and stimu- 
lating their efforts. 

The greatest asset of the Canadian 
corps is the wonderful esprit de corps 
which permeates all ranks and units. 
The corps has unbounded faith and 
admiration for its great leader, Sir 
Arthur Currie, and it realizes, too, 
that it owes much. to the brilliant 
corps staff, which co-ordinated vic- 
tory and reaped from it its fullest 
fruits. 


Her Boys In 
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COMPLETE, GENERAL, AND 
PERMANENT 


That the sale of gasolene on Sunday 
is unnessary we have all along con- 
tended, some in authority and many 
others holding to the contrary. In 
conferencg with those in the business 
in many placeg and in particular in 
recent correspondence with those of 
the Queen City we have had emphatic 
confirmation of our view. Now sup- 
port is coming from unexpected quar- 
ters. A leading paper says it is no 
more necessary than the sale of 
bread on Sunday. Quite a number of 
dealers in various parts have com- 
bined to discontinue Sunday sales. 
The example of the Fuel Administra- 
tion in the United States in request- 
ing that gasolene be not used on Sun- 
day by motorists that a vital war sup- 
ply may be conserved is having its 
effect on Canada. Motorist associa- 
itons here are calling upon their mem- 
bers to eliminate Sunday use of motor 
cars. Garage owners are acting in- 
dependently and in concert to stop 
Sunday sale and repair work with a 
view to conservation. 

“Well done!” we say in the interest 
of ‘gas’ but more emphatically in the 
interest of men. Why, before the 
war, or since, apart from the example 
of the United States, people would 
not see that this form qf Sunday 
trade was unnecessary and deprived 
hundreds of employees of Sunday 
rest seems incomprehensible to us.

TWO BRITISH AlR- 
PLANES CAPTURE 
HUN BATTERY 


With the American Army on the 
British front, Sept. 14.—The capture 
of a German battery by two British 
airplanes was one of the unique in- 
cidents of the recent fighting in this 
aria. 

The two airplanes, fighting scouts, 
sent out to harry the German infan- 
try in the course of an “important 


imated 67 square miles. The average 
depth of penetration into enemy terri- 
tory was 13% miles. Villages cap- 
tured number 27. During this battle 
we engaged 16 enemy divisions, of 
which nine were fully engaged, four 
partly engaged and three others iden- 
tified. 

We took 9.131 prisoners of all ranks 
190 guns and howitzers, 1,040 machine 
guns and trench mortars, nine railway 
steam engines and five pigeon lofts, 
besides countless booty in the shape 
of equipment and vast stores of am- 
munition. 


MOVE TO NEW FIELD. 


Happy in the realization that they 
had inflicted on the enemy the worst 
defeat he had yet suffered, the Can- 
adian corps on Aug. 20 moved to a 
new field on which they were to reap 
fresh and eveu finer laurels. 

The interval between Aug. 20 and 
25 was devoted to getting the divi- 
sions into line, preparatory to the 
great attack on Aug. 26. All was 
ready on the night of the 25th. The 
disposition wags as follows: 

On the north between the Scarpe 
river and the Arras-Cambrai road the 
Third Canadian Division between the 
road and Neuville-Vitasse, the Second 
Canadian Division—the first and 
Fourth Canadian divisiong had been 
left on the Amiens front to complete 
the relief and were arriving in the 
new area. At 3 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of Aug. 26, the attack was 
launched, and by 7.30 the village of 
Monchy-le-Preux, situated on an emi- 
nence, had been captured’ by the 
Third Division. Other villages cap- 
tured on this day were Guemappe, 
Wancourt and Reinal. 

The fighting here was of a prepar- 
atory nature, the object being to clean 
up the intervening territory and se- 
cure a good jumping-off line for the 
purpose of making a strong attack 
against the great defence system 
known as the Queant - Drocourt 
switch or Wotan line. The work, 
therefore, of Aug. 26 to Sept. 2, was 
devoted to fighting for positions and 
the corps made excellent progress. 


SITUATION SATISFACTORY. 


The situation on the night of Sept. 
1 was generally’ satisfactory. The 
line due north and south between 
Hendecourt and Eterpigny had been 
reached and decided upon as a jump- 
ing off line. In addition to those on 
the first day, the following villages 
had been’ captured: Vis-en-Artois, 
Boiry, Cherisy, Hamelain, Pelves, 
Remy, Haucourt and Eterpigny. 

At 5 o’clock on the morning of 
Monday, Sept. 2, the formidable task 
of piercing the great switch line was 
begun. The disposition of troops was 
as follows: From north of Hendecourt 
to Eterpigny, from right to left, First 
Canadian Division, Fourth Canadian 
Division (another British division in 
support was not called upon). On the 
south of the Canadiang were the 17th 
corps. 


ATTACK SUCCESSFUL. 


The attack was entirely successful 
and the great Queant-Drocourt line 
was pierced as arranged. On the first 
day the corps advanced 4,000 yards in 
the face of a withering machine gun 
fire and captured the village of Dury, 
Villers and Cagnicourt. Fighting 
went on during Sept. 3, 4, 5, and was 
the hardest the corps had yet experi- 
enced. By Sept. 5 the enemy was 
forced to the east bank of the Canal 
du Nord, while the Canadians occu- 
pied the west bank. The second 
great victory of the corps within the 
month was thus accomplished by 
Sept. 5, and that great fighting forma- 
tion had made a name that must for- 
ever live in the annals of history. 
From a strategical standpoint this 
second great achievement was even 
more important than the first. The 
following igs a brief summary of its 
deeds: 

Eighteen enemy divisions engaged, 
eleven fully, four partially and three 
identified. Five complete trench sys- 
tems were taken and the _ captured 
area approximated 56 square miles 
with an average depth of penetration 
of 12% miles. Details of the capture 
are as follows: 


DETAILS OF CAPTURE. 


EFighty-nine heavy fleld guns, two 
4.1 inch naval guns, six auto trucks, 
1,016 machine guns. 73 trench mor- 
tars, two searchlights, and one helio, 
quantities of ammunition and engin- 
eering supplies and equipment as well 
as hospital supplies. Ten thousand 
three hundred and sixty prisoners of 
all ranks were captured and 22 vil- 
lages. 

Great victories are now to be won 
without heavy price and our casual- 
ties, though severe, were not extra- 
ordinary, considering the objectives 
gained in both battles. Altogether, 
their number did not greatly exceed 
the total number of prisoners cap- 
tured by the corps. Primarily, these 
brilliant victories are the work of 
the incomparable Canadian infantry. 


TRIBUTE TO ALL ARMS. 


The Canadian force of motor ma- 
chine gunners, the tank brigades and 
other formations, such as the intelli- 


ed a battalion of German infantry 
marching up toward the battle area, 


behind the German line a suspicious 
group of objects under some trees. 


HARNESSING HORSES. 


Near the group of objects were 
40 or 50 horses which were evidently 
being harnessed to something. The 
secret was soon out. The Germans 
were trying to remove a battery of 
field guns before the British and 
American infantry appeared on the 
scene. 

Without horses this task would be 
impossible, so the airmen decided 
quickly that the horses must either 
be killed or stampeded. The airmen 
dived down until they were less than 
100 feet from the ground. Then they 
opened fire, aiming at the guns and 
the demoralized gunners, but seeking 
chiefly to frighten the horses ag much 
as possible. The horses’ required 
little encouragement in this direction, 
for their drivers deserted them in 
search of cover, and goon the animals 
were galloping off in all directions. 


DRIVE AWAY GUNNERS. 


For nearly a mile the airmen fol- 
lowed them across the fields. Then 
the airplanes were turned once more 
toward the batteries. Here it was 
found surprisingly easy to drive off 
the remaining men of the battery, and 
very soon the reason became obvious, 
for only a short distance away across 
the ridge the British and American 
vanguards were advancing. 

The last cartridge in the airplanes 
Was goNe and the two scouts landed 
in the field near by the guns and ina 
few minutes calmly handed them over 
to the British commander.

NOTHING BUT HEART — 
FAILURE CAN NOW 
PREVENT REAL VICTORY 


PREMIER LLOYD GEORGE DIS- 
CUSSES WAR ISSUES. 


Manchester, Eng.,.-Sept. 12.—“Noth- 
ing but heart failure on the part of 
the British nation can prevent our 
achieving a real victory,” said Prem- 
ier Lloyd George, speaking today at 
Manchester. 

The premier said that the: British 
casualties in the last offensive in 
France were one-fifth of what they 
were in 1916. 

Premier Lloyd George said he was 
all for a league of nations and that in 
fact a league had already begun. The 
British Empire, he said, was a league 
of free nations and that the Allied 
countries fighting the battle for inter- 
national right were now a league of 
nations. ; 

“To end all wars,” the premier 
said, we must secure a durable peace 
from our enemies. The Prussian mil- 
itary power must not only be beaten, 
but Germany herself must know and 
the German people must know that 
their rulers have outraged the laws 
of humanity and that Prussian 
strength cannot protect them from 
punishment.” 

“This must be the last war,” said 
the premier. “But do not let us be 
misled that the establishment of a 
league of nations without power will, 
within ttself, secure the world against 
a catastrophe. A league of nations 
with the Prussian military power tri- 
umphant would be a league of fox 
and geese—one fox and many geese. 
The geese would greatly diminish in 
numbers. 

The only sure foundation for a 
league-of nations, the premier said, 
was a victory for the Allies. Peace 
must be of a kind, he added, that 
commends itself to the commonsense 
conscience of the nations. As a 
whole it must not be dictated by ex- 
treme men on either side. 

“We shall neither accept for our- 
selves nor impose on our foes a 
‘Brest-Litovsk treaty.’ 

The premier. added: “We cannot 
allow the Bolsheviki to force on us a 
peace so humiliating as to dishonor 
the national flag and to make a re- 
petition of the horrors of this war in- 
evitable. When a satisfactory peace 
has been secured, we can _ proceed 
with a clear conscience to build up 
& new world.”

RED DEER PUBLIC 
SCHOOL BOARD 


At the regular meeting of the Red 
Deer Public School Board on Wednes- 
day evening, there were present Mr. 
Gaetz, chairman; Mr. Welton, acting 
secretary; Mr. Payne, Mr. Stephenson 
and Principal Locke. 3 

Mr. M. A. Munro tendered his resign- 
ation as Secretary of the Board and 
School Trustee owing to his having 
received a permanent appointment in 
Edmonton. He regretted very much 
parting with the Board, of which he 
had been a member for thirteen years. 

The resignation of Mr. Munro as 
trustee was laid upon the table until 
later in the year, as the majority of the 
Board were of opinion that the school 
work of the year was so far advanced 
that it was not necessary to hold a 
bye-election to fill Mr. Munro’s place, 
but that it could be filled at the general 
trustee election early in December, It, 
however, accepted his resignation as 
secretary-treasurer, and Mr. Welton 
was appointed until the end of the year. 

Accounts 

The following accounts were ordered 
paid: 

A. L. Clarke, $3.60; City of Red Deer, 
water rates, $8.65; Cushing Bros., $1.35; 
Day Hardware Co., $8.75; Gaetz-Cor- 
nett Co., $10.50. - 

Non-Resident Pupils 

The Wetaskiwin School Board asked 
what course the Red Deer Board in- 
tended to pursue in regard to charging 
rural school districts for pupils from 
their districts. Under the 1918 school 
law amendments the school board is 
given power to charge school districts 
from which pupilscome to grades 9 to, 
11 of the High School, a fee of 15 cents 
a day each for tuition. There were 
some 186 teaching days. This provis- 
ion only applied to school districts in 
which these grades 9 to 11 were not 
taught and where their pupils wishing 
to take these grades had to go outside. 
It was decided to make the charge 
authorized by statute for High School 
teaching to non-resident pupils. 

The Board left dver until next meet- 
ing the question of making the charge 
of $4 for local educational purposes 
authorized by statute of 1918 on all 
male residents of the school district 
not on the assessment roll. 

Increasing Caretaker’s Salary 

The salary of the caretaker of the 
Central and High Schools was increas- 
ed from $1200 to $1600 a year. Mr. 
Miller represented that the last year 
he had worked 4795 hours, 247 of which 
had been spent on repairs which needed 
a skilled mechanic, had he not been 
able to do it. He paid his boy $10 a 
month for help, and got 22% cents per 
hour himself. The salary of the for- 
mer caretaker, Mr. Gee, had been $1500. 

Teachers’ Contracts 

The Board did not like the statutory 
agreement at present used for its tea- 
chers, which allowed termination of 
agreement by one month's notice on 
either side, which the Board considered 
too short, as it was often difficult to 
get a suitable teacher in the middle of 
the term. Mr. Payne will look into the 
matter. 


Principal’s Report 

The Principal's report showed in at- 
tendance in High School on the resum- 
ing of school on September 3, a regis- 
tration of 78 as compared with 87 last 
year, and 391 in the public school as 
compared with 406 last year. The per- 
centage of pupils passing the depart- 
mental examinations of 1918 were: 
Grade 8, 100 per cent; Grade 9, 86 per 
cent; Grade 10, 100 per cent; Grade 11, 
$6 per cent; Grade 12, 88 per cent. This 
was the best record the school had ever 
attained. 

Cadet Instructor 

The Principal brought up again the 
appointment of a Cadet Instructor. The 
Board felt that such an_ instructor 
should preferably be under the control 
of the Board, and that such control 
would not be practicable until the 
Board were in a position to employ 
more male teachers.

LETTER FROM THEFRONT 


Corpl. G. Maben writés on August 12 
from France: 
My dear mother: 

Just a few lines to let you know that 
IT am in fairly good health and getting 
along nicely. You will likely know by 
this time where we are at and what we 
are doing. Well, mother, the place we 
are at is very good; it is a fine and 
lovely country, and the weather is the 
best. I have never seen better for the 
kind of work we are at. Well, as to 
what we are doing, it is no snap, but so 
far I have pulled through safely. It is 
called open warfare, and that means 
that we go over the top in the morning 
and keep a going till Fritz gets us or it 
gets too dark to go any further. Then, 
of course, we have to quit for the 
night and dig in and prepare for the 
next morning. It is not a very plea- 
sant kind of life, but so far our losses 
have been small; his have been great. 
We have taken large numbers of pris- 
oners and guns and we have advanced 
over a lot of ground. Of course there 
has been a lot of heavy fighting, and tf 
have had a share in it but nothing to 
speak of; in fact, the war would never 
be won if all the boys did as little as I 
am doing. But I might have to get 
into it a bit harder before long, so I 
had better keep quiet. Well, mother, 
Bill (his brother) missed the first of 
the heavy fighting but I hear he went 
up into the line last night, so he will 
see a bit of it yet. Billy Mac has beén 
initevery day sinceit started but like 
myself he had it very ight. When Bill 
went up to the line last night he must 
have passed within ten feet of my 
bivvy: that is the hole I sleep in close 
to the road. We are safe from shell 
fire, but Fritz comes over with his 
planes and tries to bomb us out but 
he has not put anything near us yet, 
So we are quite safe. I see that the 
bunch that Cousin Walter is with have 
been in action and they lost a few men, 
but I guess that Walter is O.K. yet. 
He sent me a list of all my Uncles and 
Aunts in Scotland and he wants me to 
visit some of them when I go home 
again. His people live in Byrewalls. 
I guess you know where that is about: 
I don’t. -If you want a few of the ad- 
dresses let me know and I will send 
them to you. I have Tom's, Bob's, 
Bill's, George's and, John's addresses 
and a few of my cousins, about twenty 
in all, and then some, I do not know. 
i had so many of them. 

I had a letter from Mrs. Orr, she was 
very sick for a while; they did not 
know that she would pull through 
again but I am very plad to see that 
she is much better and will soon be: up 
and out of bed again. She was sick 
with the Spanish flu, or whatever it 
is. I know it must be a pretty bad 
thing as there has been quite a number 
diéd with it. How is Bob getting along 
now? Has he had to put on the khaki 
yet? I hope he has not, as this life is 
not what it is cracked up to be. We 
certainly have seen .some life these 
last few days and it was fine to see 
I'ritz beating it from us as hard as he 
could run. We were quite a surprise 
to him in this part of the country. He 
had no idea at all that we were any- 
Ways near him, but we let him see that 
we. meant business and he soon held 


{up his hands. It is fine to see the tanks 


going over but I would not like to be 
in one of them. It feels safer outside 
of those things. I have seen a number 
of Red Deer boys these last few days, 
but I have not seen Bennett yet, nor 
Percy Lagrow, and they are two that I 
would like to see most. Well, I will 
soon see them after this drive because 
the war will not last much longer. The 
German people are bound to hear about 
this and how many men they have lost, 
so they will make a big howl, and I 
hope they mob the old Kaiser and his 
outfit. I found a German bake-house 
today and there must have been a 
thousand loaves in it, but itis all this 
black bread and it don’t taste very 
good unless a fellow is rather hungry. 
But I managed to get away with half 
of a three-pound loaf, so you will see 
that I was not dying of hunger. That 
is, after finishing the loaf. 

It has been a long time since I got 
any mail from Canada, but it is very 
hard for them to get it up to one just 
now. This is the first good day’s rest 
{ have had for some time and I sure 
enjoyed it. Well, mother, I will have 
to close now but don't worry about us, 
Billy and I will come out of this safely. 
We might get a wound but that will be 
all.
